Acknowledgment 

1 . The amendment filed on 07/06/2004 in response to the Office action mailed on 
03/02/2004 has been entered. The present Office action is made with all the suggested 
amendments being fully considered. Accordingly, pending in this Office action are 
claims 1-19, 21-50, 86-93, 95-109. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined In section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 106-108 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Matsuura et al. (US 6,175,186). 

4. Regarding claim 106, Matsuura (e.g. figs. 1 and 2) shows a device comprising: 

> A substrate 2; 

> At least two active component 4/5 formed on a top surface of the substrate; 

> At least one non active region separating the active components; 

> A first laminate (3, 7, 8) over the top surface of the substrate, encapsulating 
the active component;

> And at least one support post 14/15 in the non-active regions of the device, 
providing support for the first laminate.

Also, the at least one support includes a multi layer architecture, having at least a 
first support layer 14 and a second support layer 15, the first support layer is adjacent to 
the active components and the second layer is adjacent to the first laminate. 

5. Regarding claim 107, Matsuura teaches that the first layer includes a dielectric 
material for isolating the active components and the second layer includes a material 
that enhances the first laminated (col. 6/lls. 12-44). 

6. Regarding claim 108, Matsuura teaches that the first layer includes a dielectric 
material to electrically isolate the actives components and the second layer includes a 
material that enhances the sealing with the first laminated (col. 6/lls. 12-44). . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-19, 21-50, 86-93, 95-105 and 109 allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 07/06/2004 have been fully considered. However, 
none of the arguments are directed to the new added claims 106-108.
